NEWARK (N. J.) Oct. 18.—([Spe- 
clal Dispatch.) A verdict of not 
guilty was found by the jury in the 
second trial of Allison M. MacFariand 
on the charge of wife murder this 
afterncon. When the verdict was an- 
nouneed to Justice Gummere in the 
county Courthouse, Newark, N. J., 
MacFariand, who had displayed re- 
markable coolness throughout the 
trial, maintained his composure, say- 
ine that he hed fully expected ac- 
quittal. 
This was MacFariand’s second trial. 
On the first he put in no defense and 
the jury found him guilty. 

An appeal to the higher courts, 
however, resulted in a reversal, the 
eourt holding that the so-called 
“Bunny” letters written by MacFar- 
land’s Philadelphia sweetheart, Flor- 
ence Bromiley, and which the prosecu- 
tion alleged showed the motive for 
the killing, had been improperly in- 
troduced. 

At the present trial MacFariland 
took the stand in his own defense. 
The girl in the case, Florence Brom- 
ley, came to Newark to testify in 
MacFariand'’s behalf, but the accused 
man’s attorneys, desiring to save her 
the humiliation of a cross-examina- 
tion, decided to stand on his story 
alone. 

It was. alleged that MacFariand 
put acid in a bottle containing bromide 
and that his wife swallowed a fata! 
dose, innocently believing she was 
taking headache medicine. 

Referring to the contentions of the 
Gefense thet Mrs. MacFariand de- 
liberately committed suicide 
she had discovered letgers to her hus- 
band from Florence Bromley, which 
showed that he was unfaithful, the 
court said in charging the jury that 
as Mrs. MacFariand had already 
talked with her husband about Fior- 
ence Bromiley and had discussed di- 
vorce with him, those letters would 
hardly have driven her to suicide. 
Justice Gummere said that if Mac-

Girf’s Life Dies as Result of 

Sacrifice,

I'm some after all.” 

ly Rugh, the 14-year-old crip- 
ple whose withered leg was ampu- 
tated to save the life of a girl by a 
skin-grafting operation at a hospital 
here, spoke these words this morning 
and then died.

Rugh had no relatives and since 
coming to Gary several years ago 
made his living selling newspapers on 
the streets. He had to be trusted for 
the first bundle of papers with which 
he started business. 

Mise Ethel Smith, the girl for 
whom he sacrificed his leg and later 
his life, had been terribly burned in 
a motorcycle accident.

The Hadfield Steel Foundry Com- 
pany of Sheffield, Eng., bidding $92.40 
per shell lower than the Bethichem 
Steel Company, was awarded the con- 
tract for 500 of a lot of 5500 armor- 
piercing projectiles. The remainder 
of the present contract was divided 
among the Bethlehem company, the 
Washington Steel and Ordnance Com- 
pany and the Crucible Steel Company 
of America, the latter two. concerns 
bidding $90 and $87.75, respectively 
per shell above the English concern,

which took its order at $187 per pro- 
jectile. Contracts for 2000 fourteen- 
inch projectiles also went to home 
bidders, who averaged about $100 
each higher than the Hadfield com- 
pany on them. 

The Hadfield company was the only 
concern offering to take the entire 
contract, which, under an opinion of 
Atty.-Gen. Wickersham, it must com- 
plete under the eight-hour day pro- 
vision which binds domestic bidders.

DIAZ PLATFORM 
REACHES EL PASO.

EL PASO (Tex.) Oct. 18.—<A copy 
of the platform of Gen. Felix Diaz 
was received here today. It is in- 
dorsed enthusiastically by Attornby 
Gomez Dobelo, representative here of 
the revolution in the north, and will 
be returned to Mexico City to be for- 
warded to Vera Cruz. 

Comprehensive reforms are rec- 
ommended in the document, In the 
construction of which Gen. Diaz was 
assisted, it is said, by a diplomat of 
reputation in Central and South 
America. The uprising at Vera Cruz 
is predicted in the letter accompany- 
ing the platform, which was mailed 
from the national capital before the 
recent events on the Pacific Coast. 

“Squatter rights” of the people on 
all government and State lands is rec- 
ommended in the letter with the es- 
tablishment of a forest reserve and 
civil service examinations for all pub- 
lic offices. Recognition and assist- 
ance to labor unions is recommend- 
ed and modernization of all laws and 
the judicial system. Abolition of the 
“incommunicado” detention of pris- 
oners and the creation of “habeas 
corpus” is advocated. 

Among other reforms promised are 
the public ownership of railways and 
all other public utilities, and the free 
coinage of silver and gold, thus, the 
document declares, assisting the min- 
ing industry and at the same time 
making money more plentiful.

the préposed line. 

Shoup outlined his position, de- 
claring that the whole situation re- 
solves itself into the fact that if the 
Pacific Wlectric goes on San Pedro 
street, it does not wish to make an- 
other move until such time as it is 
prepared to go on its permanent out- 
let for the suburban service. 

“We should have to put into tempo- 
rary terminals about $18,000 for 
tracks and from $30,000 to $35,000 
for a building,” said Shoup. “I abso- 
lutely cannot make such an invest- 
ment without ea definite assurance as 
to the time we will] be allowed to oc- 
cupy the street.” 

City Attorney Shenk was asked 
whether the city’s ownership of the 
road, and its leasing the same to the 
Pacific Electric, would have any vital 
effect on the suits pending for the Los 
Angeles Railway lines on San Pedro 
street. He stated that if the grant- 
ing of a franchise to the Pacific Elec- 
tric also involves the geanting of a 


‘| franchise to the Los Angeles Railway 


Corporation it would be done against 
his advice. 

“We understand the Pacific Elec- 
tric is soon to get possession of the 
Los Angeles Railway, anyway,” said 
the Mayor. 

“I deny that this is true,” declared 
Shoup. “We have troubles enough of 
our own.” 

“Well”’ continued the Mayor, 
“would you be willing to go on San 
Pedro street for one year?” 

. “We would not,” replied Shoup. 
“We and your committees and com- 
mission have used about eight months 
of time in discussing this subject of 


years is the proper Umit.” . 

The Mayor interposed objections 
that this would be suicidal to the pro- 
posed municipal! railroad. 

ACCESS TO DOCKS. 

*“T think it would be an absurd pol- 
icy on my part to antagonize the mu- 
nicipal railroad,” replied Shoup. “I 
have discussed with certain of your 
officials the advisability of a compro- 
mise of suits now pending, so that the 
city may have access to the docks. I 
am working on a proposition of com- 
promise to be submitted to the city 
officials.” 

Shoup added that if the franchise 
for San Pedro street were granted his 
company he is willing to have elim- 
inated any restriction on the routing 
of cars, so that the city would be 
safeguarded in the equal use of the 
street. 

He was unwilling to commit him- 
self as to the willingness of the Pa- 
cific Electric to undertake to build the 
line on the city’s advancing $10,000 
and promising to pay the balance be- 
fore the close of the next fiscal year. 

The proposition was discussed of 
granting the company the use of the 
road, provided this plan ts carried out, 
until such time as the city needs it, 
and then granting the use of Los An- 
geles street, if the company has not 
by that time secured permanent 
tracks. 

The Railroad Commission approved

Wilderness of Agricultural Prod- 
ucts Introduced in Redman Land 
Fraud Hearing to Justify Claim of 
Defense That Things Will Grow 
in the Antelope Valley. 


The Wnited States District Court- 
room looked like an agricultural 
exhibit at a county fair yesterday. 
It was full of different “crops” al- 
leged to have been raised on the Jar- 
rett ranch and exhibited’ for the de- 
fense In the iand fraud hearing of E. 
Cc. Redman, president of the Na- 
tional Homestead Association. It was 
introduced in the testimony of Al. 
Jarrett, son of Pearl Jarrett, whose 
homestead entry was the foundation 
for the indictment. alleging perjury 
against Redman. 

Young Jarrett testified that all of 
the products were raised on the Jar- 
rett ranch. It is alleged by the gov- 
ernment that it will be shown that a 
large part of the money received by 
Redman from investors was spent to 
make the ranch a show place where 
an abundance of water and inten- 
sive farming demonstrated what could 
be done with the land where the 
owner had plenty of money 

Sam Fletcher, a horse-shearer of 
this city, who lives on’a patch of 
ten cultivated acres out of_a total of 
160, testified as to the value of the 
land as a producer of alfalfa. On 
cross examination he admitted that 
he had been living on the land eigh- 
teen years, and had worked but a 
small patch successfully. He  cor- 
roborated the evidence of Dr. Julius 
Koebig that, by continually pumping 
water on his bit of land, he had suc- 
ceeded tn washing out much of the 
alkali. 

The evidence so far brought out by 
the defense indicates that In small 
areas where the wells flowed and 
pumps were put on, there was enough 
water for cultivation; that where the 
land was continually ploughed and 
cared’ for and the. alkali partially 
washed out, small crops were har- 
vested. The witness who sold pumps 
to many of the settlers said that it

Women’s Organisation A grees 
to Remarkable Plan. 


For Working Girls Earning 
Ten Weekly and Less. 


Protest Against a Proposed 
Municipal Resort. 


Embodying a remarkable clash in 
the civic interests and ideals of prom- 
inent women in its realization, a 
project was announced yesterday 
whereby the Women’s Clubhouse, 
home of the Friday Morning Club and 
half a dozen other women's organi- 
zations of prominence, is to be as well 
a dance hall for working girls and 
open only to those whose weekly 
earnings do not exceed $10. The 
working girls. who will meet there 
form what is to be known as the Eu- 
reka Dancing Club. Their first dance 
will be held at the Women's Club- 
house a week from next Tuesday 
evening. 

Organized by Mrs. Ella Swickard, 
No. 215 West Fourteenth street, as a 
practical protest against the plan for 
a municipal dance hall, the new social 
club has selected the club building as 
its dance hall in the face of the fact 
that Mrs. David Chambers McCan, 
president of the Friday Morning Club, 
is one of the staunchest advocates of 
a municipal dance hall and is joined 
in her support of it by a majority. of 
the big club’s board of agers. — 
The action of Mrs. McCan and the 
board in not only renting their club 
building to the opposition, but in of- 
fering them a reduced rate, displays 
a peculiar and gracious magnanimity. 
Their generosity has a double inspira- 
tion, for they feel that the kind of 
club Mrs. Swickard proposes to con- 
duct will only emphasize the need of 
a municipal dance hall. 

FOR POORER GIRLS. 

In the second place they feel that 
Mrs. Swickard’s plan to include only 
the young women who are. entirely 
self-supporting, and whose wages do 
not amount to more than $10 per 
week strikes close to the heart of a 
great work. 

“This means that these girls will 
have as good as the best," Mrs. 
Swickard last night. “We do not need 
@ public dance hall, but instead we 
wish to keep the girls from feeling 
that they must go to such a place for 
an evening of pleasure. Instead of 
having them go to a hall built and 
maintained by the city as a sort of 
charity with even the suggestion of 
police supervision, I think it happier 
to show the giris that they may go to 
an exclusive place and, regardless of 
how small their wages are, they can 
afford an evening of enjoyment, with 
the best music and dainty refresh- 
ments. . 

“They can have such a dange for 
26 cents each. We will put no pre- 
mium on bachelors by charging men 
without girl escorts less than those 
who come in couples. The price to 
men will be 60 cents, whether they 
come alone or with a young woman 
and, of course, young men cannot at- 
tend unless they are invited by some 
girl member of the club. I intend to 
have the club entirely for the benefit 
of. girla who come under this wage 
classification and I want them to feel 
free to invite any and all of their 
friends just as if the party was giv- 
en in their own home. 

“I have known whom te invite for 
this first dance, but we will not or- 
ganize the club by electing its officers 
until we give the ter dance. 
PRACTICAL PHILANTHROPY. 
“For twenty-five years I have been 
acquainted with the working women 
of Los Angeles and its younger work- 
ing girls have grown up in my ac- 
quaintance. I have always. been in- 
terested in them and I know how 
valuable to their future the right so- 
clal pleasures will be. I don't 
believe in a municipal dance hall and 
I do believe in clubs among the young 
women. I want to prove that this is 
the real solution of a delicate and an 
important problem and yet I perfectly 
understand the attitude of Mrs. Mc- 
Can and the members of her club 
who have let us have their building. 
They want to accomplish in a big 
way exactly what I am trying to do 
with a private club.” 

Mrs. Swickard is interested in many 
branches of practical social-aid work. 
She packed and shipped to the South 
13,000 garments for the suffer- 
ers during the last year, and also col- 
lected a considerable sum of money 
for medicine in the malaria belt. She 
also came into local prominence re- 
cently as chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee of the Los Angeles 
branch of the California Women’s 
Democratic League when she suggest- 
ed its first southern dinner, which 
proved so great @ success that it had 
to be repeated. 


INCREASE TRADE REDATIONS,

In the place of opalescent 
or similar kinds of glass, marble is 
used, planed down to a. sufficient 
transparency and then saturated with 
a mixture which is at 
secret of the inventor, but of which 
the component parts are said to be 
paraffin and -shellac or oil. 
Engel's method of grinding the marble 
slabs is from both sides simultaneour- 
ly, whereas former experiments with 
marble were made by planing only 
one side. The light diffused in this 
manner is said to be ideal and the 
most natural form of artificial light 
ever obtained. The fine marble slabs 
transform strong biasing lights into 
a soft cool glow, remarkably agree- 
able and specially adapted for large 
rooms, lecture halls and similar places. 
White and light-tinted marbles, such 
as Skyros and Penteli, are considered 
most suitable, not only a white light 
clogely resembling daylight being ob- 
but delicate shades of light 
according to individual taste. 
Experiments have been made in the 
laboratory concerning the weakening 
of the ight when passing through the 
marble, and Herr Engel's method has 
proved eminently satisfactory. The 
loss of light In a Tantal lamp was 
proved to be 66 per cent. before the 
process of soaking the prepared mar- 
ble, but only 20 per cent. afterwards,

Our leason brings together two in- 
cidents rwhich show how, in the ac- 
counts of the ministry of Jesus as He- 
brew Messiah, there were revelations 
of the universality of His purpose. In 
chronological order there is no doubt 
that the incident recorded in Mat- 
thew preceded that recorded in Mark. 
We will, hovever, take them in the 
order of statement given in our les- 


athe story in Mark is that of the 
Syrophoenician woman, and as he 


it. it opens with a very beauti- 
From the stress and strain of His 
ministry Jesus departed into the bor- 
ders of Tyre and Sidon, and entered 
into a house for quiet and rest. Hav- 
ing chronicled that fact, Mark wrote, 
“He could not be hid,” and the story 
of the coming of the woman and our 
Lord’s dealing with her is an explana- 
tion of the statement. The arresting

‘Now let us turn to the other story, 
that of the centurion, -which we have 
read in the gospel according to Mat- 
thew. Here again application was 
made to Jesus by a man outside the 
Hebrew covenant on behalf of his 
servant. In this case his request was 
interrupted, not by repulse, but by 
consent. Before the man made any 
request, when he had simply com- 
menced to state his needs, “Lord my 
servant lieth in ‘the house sick of the 
palsy, grievously tormented,” Jesus 
said to him, “I will come and heal 
him.” Then immediately the cen- 
turion made his protest. It was that 
of a genuine humility; it was perfectly 
sincere, and it manifested a remark- 
ably intelligent apprehension of the 
method of the ministry and power of 
the Lord, in that he recognized that 
He was acting under the authority of 
God, and consequently in authority 
over all these forces which He con- 
trolled. This protest of the centurion 
Jesus answered by remarkable com- 
mendation and solemn warning to 
those within the covenant of He- 
braism: finally bidding the man go his 
way, that, as he had believed, so it 
should be done to him. 

Such contemplation of the two 
ferences between them. The meth- 
od with the woman was that of an ap- 
parent repulse, issuing in the granting 
of her request in response to the at- 
titude she took up.

If these be the differences, the com- 
mon factor in the stories is that. of 
faith expressing itself in submission. 
The woman believing, consented to 
accept His estimate of her position, 
and yet to appeal for His help. The 
man believing, protested against the 
suggestion that Jesus should come un- 
der his roof, and asked merely for the 
uttering of the word of command. In 
each case faith yielding to Him 
gained that which it sought. 

The Golden Text condenses into a 
brief sentence the gospel of these 
stories. Its opening word “Him” is 


magnificent in its universality of ap-- 


plication. All false distinctions of 
race, and social position, are ignored. 
The central words “to me” suggest 
at once the possibility of access and 
declare the nécessity for it, if there 
is to be reception by Christ. The 
promise itself, “I will in no wise cast 
out,” Is declaration of the certainty 
of the acceptance of all who come.

An implied tribute to Christianity ‘'s 
paid by the frequent comment upon 
a given church that it is or is not 
triendly in its manner toward strang- 
ers. Men instinctively expect to find 
sociability in a church A warm, 
friendly atmosphere is counted the 
test. Men do not ask this of a theater 
or a concert hall. They do not look 
for it In a political meeting. 
then, in the church? For the simple 
reason that everybody believes, in the 
depth of his heart, that Jesus is the 
great teacher and exponent of broth- 
erhood, and that His church stands 
for the sublime truth of human fra- 
ternity and of love for all men. The 
formalities and social barriers in or- 
dinary intercourse are largely abol- 
ished in church, for there all men and 
women meet as brethren in the Fath, 
er’s house. 

Nothing is more repugnant to a 
self-respecting person than the pro- 
fessional interest and flattery which 
a certain type of man bestows upon 
him. ‘“Jollying” is the colloquial de- 
ecription of this. It is at heart insin- 
cere, being used strictly for selfish 
purposes. This is an odious imitation 
of the simple friendliness which is 
first of all an unselfish interest in 
others. Imitation jewelry is not half 
wc vulgar as imitation sociability. 

The Moravians have a beautiful 
service, the “agapa,”’ or love feast, 
which is quite distinct from the sac- 
rament of the Lord's super. It is the 
breaking of bread together by disciple,/ 
in fellowship. Rolls and coffee are 
served, and during the simple meal 
an address is made upon an apropri- 
ate Christian theme. To an observer, 
the service seems the acme of Chris- 
tian sociability. The occasion is one 
of happiness and of mutual interest, 
It streases the tie that binds the com- 
pany together, allegiance to Jesus 
Christ. It cements Christian solidar- 
ity. And it is a reminder that religion 
in a feast, a joyous, exalting force in 
the lives of human beings. 

Character is the basis of fellowship. 
Sincerity is the cornerstone of sociabil- 
ity. To serve men in the offices of 
The as- 
piration of this brother-spirit is well! 
voiced in these fugitive lines: 


“I would be true, for there are those 
who trust me; 

I would be pure, for there are those 
who care; 2 

I would be strong, for there is much 
to suffer: 

I would be brave, for there ts much 
to dare. 


“I would be friend of all—the foe— 
the friendless;: 

I would be giving and forget the gift: 

I would be humble, for I know my 
weakness: 

I would look up—and laugh—and love 
——and lift.” 


The signs of the times are clear. 
All thie portents on the horizon spell 
one message. The clamor of the day’s 
tumult becomes articulate in a single 
majestic word. For the travail of the 
world means the birth of brotherhood. 
Mankind has set its face toward this 
greatest of goals. Slavery has we!ll- 
nigh disappeared from the earth. An 
i-sistent demand is arising universally 
that wars shall cease. Caste distinc- 
tions are fading out. Autocracies and 
even monarchies are falling; the hand- 
writing on the wall has decreed a 
democratic form of government for 
all nations. Capital and labor are 
eroping toward a better understand- 
ing and a common footing. The church 
has attuned her thinking to the chord 
of social service. All. prophets are 
twnisied if brotherhood is not approach- 
ing. This is the realization of the 
fr ngdom of heaven on earth. For, as 
many are perceiving, there cannot be 
hrotherhood without Fatherhood: mu- 
tual interest must have a common 
allegiance as its antecedent. The sov- 
ereign love of God alone can make

MAKING ARTIFICIAD DAYLIGHT. 


{Christian Science Monitor:] A 


Hamburg engineer named Engel has 


recently discovered a new process 
whereby most beautiful electric light 
effects are produced, says a Berlin 
dispatch. In the place of opalescent 
or similar kinds of glass, marble is 
used, planed down to a _ sufficient 
transparency and then saturated with 
a mixture which is at present the 
secret of the inventor, but of which 
the component parts are said to be 
paraffin and shellac or oil. Herr 
Engel’s method of grinding the marble 


slabs is from both sides simultaneous- 


ly, whereas former experiments with 
marble were made by planing only 
one side. The light diffused in this 
manner is said to be ideal and the 
most natural form of artificial light 
ever obtained. The fine marble slabs 
transform strong blazing lights into 
a soft cool glow, remarkably agree- 
able and specially adapted for large 


rooms, lecture halis and similar places. 


White and light-tinted marbles, such 
as Skyros and Penteli, are considered 
most suitable, not only a white light 
closely resembling daylight being ob- 
tained, but delicate shades of light 

according to individual taste. 
Experiments have been made in the 
laboratory concerning the weakening 
of the light when passing through the 
marble, and Herr Engel's method hag 
proved eminently satisfactory. .The 
loss of light in a Tantal lamp was 
proved to be 66 per cent. before the 
process of soaking the prepared mar- 
ble, but only 20 per cent. afterwards. 
Experiments made with the same 
lamp, in which opal glass of the same 
thickness as the marble sheets was 
used, proved the loss of light to be 
60 per cent. White marble, it is 
stated, can be made so transparent 
that writing placed underneath it can 
be distinctly read. The expense of

{Electric News:) It has become 
quite the general practice to utilize 
every bit of ecrap and waste about 
our factories—wtherwise the annual 
dividends would shrink amazingly. 
Not until verry receaily did factury 
owners unierstand that ons of the 
greatest lvstes about manufacturirg 
plants was ts-uing from the exhaust 
pipe tin the engine-room. It remained 
for the steam turbine engine tc dem- 
onstrate that there is almost as much 
power escaping In the steam exhaust- 


gines as they managed to extract from 
it at high pressure. 

In the plant of the Indiana Steel 
and Wire Company, at Muneie, Ind., 
two large steam engines operate a 
series of wire fence and wire rnafl 
machinery, receiving 
sure of 100 pounds. These engines 
did not furnish sufficient power to 
drive the wire-drawing machinery. 
so electric power was bought for this 
purpose. Then one bright morning 
long came an engineer and took a 
k at the exhaust pipe.

Long Beach Wedding Be- 


comes Roaring’ Riot- 


Hospital and Jail Now Hold 
Big Bond Issue May End All 


LONG BEACH, Oct. 18.—The co- 
quettish wiles of a dusky Mexican 
maid, and her successful conquest by 
one of two rivals resulted this morn- 
ing in a tragedy which will result 
fatally. The victim, Ramon Sande- 
jas, aged 20,lies at the Montana Land 
Gompany’'s ranch-house with two bul- 
lets in his body, a cousin, Elvario 


has a bullet in his arm, and Benito 
Dominguez and Andreas Ramos are 
in. jail in Leng Beach charged with 
shooting with intent to kill, which 
may be changed to a murder charge 
before morning. 

The parties concerned are tenants 
and employees of the Montana ranch, 
northwest of town, and the shooting 
occurred at 2 o'clock this morning in 
the closing moments of a wedding 
celebration of another couple. Sande- 
jas and Dominguez were rivals for a 
pretty Mexican girl, who after firt- 
‘ing with both for several months 
finally decided she loved Sandejas the 
best and jilted Dominguez, who 


couraged in his resentment by Ramos, 
who promised him aid if he needed 
it. Last night the entire Mexican 
settlement attended a marriage, at 
which whisky and wine flowed freely. 
The rivals had several quarrels, but 
friends prevented any serious trouble 
until after midnight when the re- 
freshments ran low and Sandejas 
started for the winery to get more. 
Coming out of the yard he was met 
by Dominguez and Ramos, who claim 
he had a knife. Dominguez drew a 
revolver and says he fired three shots 
in the ground te stop Sandejas, but 
this being ineffective, he shot to hit. 
One bullet efttered Sandejas’s chest 
above the heart and glancing off a rib 
came out under the left arm, another 
shot entered the right thigh from the 
rear, passing entirely through the leg. 
Savelje interfered and was shot in 
the arm by Ramos. A call for aid 
Was made to Long Beach and Dr. 
Townsend and Officers Austin and 
Kutz went to the scene about day- 
light. Ramos was found asleep in a 
house near Artesia, while Dominguez 
was under detention at Los Alamitos. 
The injured man is too badly hurt to 
be moved and remains on the ranch. 
His condition is considered critical.

NO SNAKES ON SAN CLEMENTE. 


Makes Thorough Search of 
and Discovers No Reptiles. 

Officers Seck Smugglers. 

AVALON, Oct. 18.-—After hunting 
reptiles on the Channel Islands for 
the past three months, Prof. J. R. 
Sievin of the Academy of Science of 
San Francisco, finished a four-day 
hunt on San Clemente Island and ad- 
ded nine varieties of lizards to his 
collection, No snakes were found on 
San Clemente Isiand. For his cruise 
around the islands Prof. Slevin char-~ 
tered the schooner Flyer of Long 
Beach, with Capt. A. M Shook. Each 
specimen has been preserved and will 
» be sent to San Francisco. 

“It is the desire of my department,” 
said Prof. Slevin, “if possible, to con- 
nhect the channel islands by their rep- 
tiles and other scientific proofs. I

Glendale Trustees Do Not Want to 


GLENDALE, Oct. 18,—The Glen- 
daie Trustees are up against a serious 
question when endeavoring to solve 
the water situation of this city. The 
Trustees have taken the initial step | 
of calling a bond election of $225,- 
600, to be held on October 29.

MOOTED QUESTION. 
DISPUTE OVER SPUR TRACK. 
Whether a spur track is an appur- 

tenance to a general track of a rail- 
road and is for general use, or is 
simply a private conveyance, is the 
mooted question in the suit of the 
Southern Pacific against the Los An- 
geles Milling Company, which will be 
tried in Judge Craig's court Febru- 
ary 14 next. 

The history of this spur track runs 
back to 1868, when the Los Angeles 
and San Pedro Railroad buflit the 
spur.

The company was cap- 
italized at $5.000,000, and Krohn’ 
had been allotted 2,500,000 shares.
